According to a release received 
this week by the S.J.C. adminis- 
tration from the War Department, 
the Army Specialized Training 
Program is to be reduced from 
145,000 ‘to 35,000. The reason at- 
tributed to this reduction is that 
the army is now short /200,000 
men who should havebeen in 
uniform before the end of 1943. 


The 35,000 remaining in the 
program will be primarily those 
trainees taking advanced courses 
in medicine and dentistry, or en- 
gineering, and include 5,000 pre- 
induction students. Seventeen- 
year-olds in the Army Specialized 
Training Program Reserve will 
not be affected, nor will this re- 
serve phase of the program be 
curtailed. 

Reassignment from A.S.T.P. to 
other duty before April 1 will be 
made, so far as military necessity 
permits, at the completion of a

Realizing the need of precision 
in research along with other 
members of the faculty, Mr. B. 
L. Borough, Dean of Students, 
“took the bull by the horns” and 
wrote a pamphlet, “The Direc- 
tions for Writing a Term Pa- 
per,” which is now on sale at the 
Student Body Store for 25 cents 


a copy. 

During his spare moments in 
the past three years, Mr. Borough 
has devoted his time to the form- 
ulation of the essential features 
and instructions for the writing 
of a term paper. Examples and 
directions for doing research for 
this work ranged from 75-page 
pamphlets to 225-page books used 
in various universities. This data 
has been reduced to a 20-page 
pamphlet. This syllabus has been 
accepted by the unanimous vote 
of the S.J.C. faculty to be used 
in all departments of the junior 
college.

Units Lowered 
Point by Point 


Again this semester, cuts or 
inexcusable absences from classes 
will lower units point by point 
when exceeded by more than the 
number units of the course, it 
was revealed by the office of the 
president today. Students taking 
a three-unit course are allowed 
three cuts. For the fourth cut, 
the student loses one unit. For 
the seventh cut the student loses 
a second unit.

The Salinas Junior College basketball team with- 
out a doubt had a very successful and profitable season. 


The players whose efforts, through hard work and prac- 
tice, were responsible for this 


successful team were: 

Team Captain Tony Sanchez, 
probably the most outstanding 
player on the team and also high 
point man of the season with 123 
individual points to his credit. 
Tony was high point man of eight 


of the eighteen games played and | 


had more playing time than any 
of the other players, playing 
first string forward through the 
entire season. He had two years 
previous experience at the Wat- 
sonville High School. Lloyd 
Marks played first string forthe 
whole season and was the only 
man on the team who managed 
to score in every game. Lloyd 
was one of our finest players and 
was second only to Tony in scor- 
ing ability, with 116 points in his 
favor. Marks lettered on_ last 
year’s basketball team, also. 

Reese Peck, tallest man on the 
team, and, although a bit late in 
coming out, managed to play the 
greater part of the season as cen- 
ter on the first string. Reese was 
one of the team’s great defensive 
men and no slouch as a scorer 
either, making 41 points for the 
season. He had no previous ex- 
perience. 

Elmer Hawkins, although hand- 
icaped a great deal by his height, 
played most of the season as a 
first string forward and accounted 
for 42. of the team’s total points. 
“Hawk” played a good game both 


defensive and offensive, and was 
a valuable part of the team. He 
had one year’s experience at Sa- 
linas High. School. 

Hollis Best played guard on the 
first string through the season 
and was one of the tallest men 


shortage of likely prospects, very 
few experienced men, but en- 
dowed with something that was 
to lead to the development of a 
successful team, Coach Darwin 
Peavy and the men of S.J.C. im- 
mediately began practicing and 
working toward that end for 
which all hoped—a winning bas- 
ketball team.

In 
this position Martin accounted 
for 63 points, putting himself in 
third place on the high scoring 
list. 

Lloyd Wesley, handicapped by 
illness, was unable to play on 
the first string but was, never- 
theless, probably the best ball 
handler on the team. Lloyd had 
no previous experience, but in 
his limited playing time scored 
52 points and won the admira- 
tion of all who played with him. 

Walter Schulz was another of 
the players to be called into the 
army. Before being called, Wal- 
ter played in about one half of 
the total games of the season. He 
had one year’s experience at Live 
Oak. High.
